A n o th e r S ta te m e n t lo r T ilto n , 
C h i c a g o , 
Sept. 18.—The Tribune 
this afternoon publishes Tilton’s new 
statement in full, making four full 
pages of that paper. 
Following is a 
synopsis of the main points: 
First portion of the statement con­ 
sists of quotations from letters and 
other evidence, showing the friendly 
relations existing between Tilton nnd 
Beecher up to the time of Mrs. Til- 
to’n’s confession, and of the marital 
felicity of Tilton and wife up to the 
same period, all of which is offer­ 
ed as a refutation of the charge of 
Tilton’s vindictiveness toward Beecher 
and of his brutality toward his wife. He 
I 
I lien relates, with great particularity, 
the circumstances under which Mrs. 
Tilton’s confession was given, which 
lie alleges was given in detail after 
exacting from him a solemn pledge 
that he was not to injure the person 
implicated nor communicate the fact 
of her relation, as she wanted to in­ 
form him of the fact in her own way. 
Thcfirstcriminal act between Beecher 
and herself, she stated, occurred Oct. 
10, 1868, while Tilton was absent in 
New England. The next one was the 
succeeding {Saturday, while Tilton was 
absent in New England. The next 
one was the succeeding Saturday eve­ 
ning; and these were followed at in­ 
tervals during the ensuing Fall, W in­ 
ter and Spring. He next inserts a 
portion of a letter from Susan B. An­ 
thony to Mrs. Stanton, dated Nov. 16, 
1872, which plainly indicates that 
Mrs. Tilton had confessed her intima­ 
cy with Beecher, as also that sho fell 
through Beecher’s pressing, persist­ 
ent solicitations. Here follows a note 
from Mrs. Stanton to Moulton, dated 
Sept. 7, which urges him not to fail in 
his forthcoming statement to repel as 
false the charge of Beecher that Mrs. 
Tilton thrust her love upon him un­ 
sought. Much space is here given to 
prove the falsity of this assumption. 
Two columns are devoted to showing 
the tierce and passionate nature of 
Mrs. Morse, by qu Rations from In r 
letters to Tilton, both before and after 
her discovery of her daughter’s* inti­ 
macy with Beecher. 
This discovery, 
ho says, was first made by Mrs. Morse 
011 the occasion of her accusing him of 
a liaison with a friend of Mrs. Tilton, 
when he said to her, in Mrs. Tilton’s 
presence, that she must either speak 
respectfully of him and his guests or 
leave the 
house, 
whereupon Mrs. 
Morse turned lieroely upon her daugh­ 
ter and cried, “ Elizabeth, have you 
been doing wrong?” To which, re­ 
ceiving no reply she added, “Is it with 
Mr. Beecher?” 
Mrs. Tilton left the 
room, but her mother followed and re­ 
peated the question. Elizabeth bowed 
her head in assent. 
Mrs. Morse, he 
says, was maue ill by this disclosure, 
and afterwards fora short time treated 
him better, and urged him to for­ 
give Elizabeth for tlie one sin of her 
life. 
N ew York, Sept. It).—Tilton’s state­ 
ment contains a letter from his wife 
in which she implores him to bury her 
‘ past, and leave it with God and her­ 
self. It clearly confesses a great sin. 
She begs him not to blast the reputa­ 
tion of Beecher, which is dear to her, 
and asks him if he would like to have 
her abuse a woman whom he loved. 
He sets forth that at an interview be­ 
tween Beecher, Mrs. Tilton and him­ 
self, to settle, if possible, the doubtful 
parentage of a child born to Mrs. Til­ 
ton in June, 1869, Beecher and she 
both agreed that the date of the first 
criminal act was the 10th of October, 
1868. He declares again Beecher and 
Mrs. Tilton forced on him the neces­ 
sity of making the exposure.

Fifth—Home rule; limit and local­ 
ize most joalously the few powers en­ 
trusted to public servants, municipal, 
State and Federal; 110 centralization. 
Sixth—Equal and exact justice to 
all men; impartial legislation and 
taxation. 
Seventh—A five presi but 110 gag- 
laws. 
Eighth — Uniform excise; no sump­ 
tuary laws. 
N inth—Official countabllity. enforc­ 
ed by better civil and criminal reme­ 
dies; no private use of public funds by 
public officers. 
Tenth—Corporations chartered by 
the State always to be supervised by 
the State in the interest of the people. 
Eleventh—The party In power re­ 
sponsible for all legislation while in 
power. 
Twelfth—The Preridency a public 
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trust, not a private perquisite; no 
third term. 
Thlrteeuth—Economy in public ex­ 
penses that labor may be lightly bur­ 
dened. 
The Democrats of New York, In 
Convention 
assembled, recognizing 
the independence and patriotism of 
the Independent Republicans, who, 
preferring principles to.party, shall 
unite with them in opposing the pres­ 
ent State and National Administra­ 
tions, commended to tha support an J 
approval of all honest and dependent 
persons the foregoing platform and 
nominees of this convention.

FOREICN. 


S c h e m e to 
D riv e F o r e ig n e r s o u t o f 
H a y tl. 
K ingston (Jamaica), Sept. 15.—By 
the new Haytien Constitution of 1874, 
foreigners will be treated during the 
time of any future revolution, rebel­ 
lion or war, like Haytiens; that is, 
anything they may lose or have des­ 
troyed will not be repaid by the H ay­ 
tien Government. On the other hand, 
the old Constitution still holds good 
that no white man can ever acquire 
the rights of nationality. As almost 
all the foreign trade, imported and 
exported, is in the hands of foreigners 
(for Haytiens have, with very few 
exceptions, no credit in other coun­ 
tries), it is natural that foreign houses 
must, in supplying smaller merchants, 
give large credit; so, according to the 
new Constitution, those who owe for­ 
eigners can pay them during the next 
revolution, when license will be given 
them to rob foreigners without fear of 
punishment. 
To 
judge 
from tho 
speeches made in tho National Assem­ 
bly, it is evidently the object of the 
speakers to get np a rebellion to drive 
foreigners out of Hayti.

THe City— Fire— Insurance. 


Ju st at this tim e it is w orth while to 
exam ine the chances for destructive 
tires in our city, and to consider our 
facilities for contending w ith the de­ 
vouring elem ent w hen it turns against 
its m aster and converts his substance 
to cinders. There is a great deal of 
talk about the liability to fire and how 
effective 
or 
non - effective 
is 
our 
Fire 
D epartm ent. 
The Fire De­ 
partm ent is 
alm ost 
powerless in 
certain 
localities. 
and 
if 
we 
bad ten flrst-class steam ers and ten 
m ore flrst-class companies, we should 
still be illy prepared to fight fire. 
W hat we have not and w hat we w ant 
beyond all things else, is an abundant 
supply of w ater. 
It is all folly to say 
no destructive fire can occur in this 
place. 
Every 
intelligent 
resident 
knows th a t w ith a fair start and a good 
breeze, a fire w ill sweep through the 
business portion of this city w ith the 
sam e ease th a t it would through Sac­ 
ram ento. 
Suppose a fire should break 
out a t m idnight on the second floor in 
the center of T e m p l e Block, would 
we, could we w ith our one engine and 
lim ited w ater supply, save any p art 
of the block ? W e certainly could not 
if there chanced to be a strong breeze 
blow ing at the tim e. In case of Are, 
our D epartm ent m ust use w ater from 
plugs supplied by sm all m ains w ith 
light pressure. 
N one of these plugs 
will supply an engine w ith the requi­ 
site am ount of w ater for a great length 
of tim e. There is not a cistern in the 
city, so far as we can discover. 
W e 
have one steam fire engine and one set 
of hook and ladder im plem ents. 
L et 
us contrast our city w ith another 
not as large. 
The city of Stockton 
contains about 11,000 people. She has 
thirty-one large cisterns, w hich are 
kept full of w ater for th e use of th e 
Fire D epartm ent; she has three splen­ 
did steam ers, two hand, and one large­ 
sized Babcock engine, besides a hook 
and ladder apparatus. H er com panies 
ara independent and m ade up of her 
best citizens. 
Los Angeles has 12,000 
people; no cisterns. 
She has one 
steam er and one hook and ladder a p ­ 
paratus. 
The com parison is not cred­ 
itable to our city. A t present the U n­ 
derw riters m ark Los Angeles on book 
4, A. 
Since th e burning of our two 
m ills has dem onstrated th a t we have 
not the m eans for extinguishing a 
a large fire, they are considering the 
proposition of placing us on book 4, 
w ithout the A. This w ill probably be 
doue, and an increase of tw enty per 
cent, added to th e risks of this city— 
m aking, we are informed, an increase 
in the total am ount of prem ium s of 
about $1,500 per m onth. 
Jt is even 
possible th a t we shall be placed on 
book 3, w hich would involve an in ­ 
crease of $3,000 per m onth in the cost 
of our insurance. 
The probability of 
this occurring is not remote, and we 
would advise our property-ow ners to 
take steps for averting it by im m edi­ 
ate action in the way of increasing 
our facilities for preventing extensive 
conflagrations. 
W e have a W ater 
Com pany w hich has entered into a 
contract w itli the city to construct a 
reservoir on Fort H ill, and in order to 
facilitate the carrying out of this con­ 
tract, the com pany was given the use 
during the existence of their charter 
of six and a half acres of land on th a t 
hill. F ort H ill is about 140 feet above 
Main street, opposite the Pico House, 
and had the com pany complied w ith 
the contract between them and the 
city by constructing a large reservoir 
on th a t elevated locality and connect­ 
ed it w ith the m ain in the street below, 
would we not have had an abundant 
supply of w ater, furnished by a m eans 
rendering it a thousand tim es m ore 
effective than could be obtained from 
cisterns, from w hich we should be 
com pelled to raise the w ater before we 
could use it ? The cost of this inval­ 
uable reservoir would be nothing to 
the 
city 
and 
but 
a 
trifle 
to 
the com pany. 
In fact, the necessary 
excavating could be done at a profit to 
the com pany, as the hill is formed of 
th a t red gravel w hich sells at fifty 
cents per load and is m uch in dem and 
for m aking 
sidew alks and garden 
pathw ays. 
I t is nonsense to talk 
about com plying w ith the oft-repeated 
request of the W ater Com pany to dig 
cisterns in the streets, and thereby 
enable them to evade th e fulfillm ent 
of th eir contract to m ake this reservoir 
and place hydrants at one corner of 
every 
cross street. 
The 
requisite 
num ber of cisterns would cost the ta x ­ 
payers a t least $100,000, w hile if the 
W ater Com pany were m ade to com ply 
w ith th eir contract, we should have 
all th e w ater needed w ithout cost. 
W h y is it th at the W ater Company 
have not excavated this reservoir? 
and as they have not done so, w hy is 
it th a t the city has not taken posses­ 
sion of the land and constructed the 
m uch needed reservoir herself? 


J u d g e U n d e r h i l l came up from 
A naheim yesterday and left in the 
afternoon for San Francisco. 
H e re­ 
ports th a t the right of way has been 
secured along the en tire route w ith 
the exception of through the lands of 
one or two absentees who it is under­ 
stood will offer no obstruction. 
The 
graders are busy a t work and seven 
m iles of track is graded. 
The site of 
th e depot in A naheim is located and 
th e road w ill be com pleted by the fisrt 
of December. 


G rape-gathering is quite brisk in 
the vicinity of Calistoga. 


The Third Term. 


If W ashington telegram s are to 
be credited our Cjksar has at length 
thrown off his reticence, a n d boldly 
crossed the Rubicon—fairly launching 
him self upon another cam paign for 
the third Presidential term —thus ig­ 
noring long settled precedent, and tho 
w arnings of the F ather of his country, 
and fram ers of our Federal C onstitu­ 
tion—th at great chart of hum an liber­ 
ty, uuder which we have lived so hap­ 
pily and prospered so w onderfully— 
raising us from a few’ scattered and 
im poverished colonies up to our pres­ 
ent high position as one of the fore­ 
m ost powers of the world. 
B ut to 
this m an nothing is held sacred that 
interferes w ith his schemes of personal 
aggrandizem ent. To those who m ay 
feel sufficiently interested to exam ine 
the early debates of the fram ers of our 
Federal C onstitution, they w ill find 
th at the question of tenure of office 
was exhaustively considered. 
W e 
had freshly emerged from a state of 
colonial vassalage to a power th a t 
recognized not only a life, but heredi­ 
tary tenure of office, and down to the 
present day, not only the throne but 
the peerage is hereditary, and th e 
oldest son, be there never such an 
idiot, claim s his rig h t to the throne, 
or a seat in the House of Lords. 
A gainst this order of 
things the 
whole power of these great and p atri­ 
otic m en was brought to bear. 
H on - 
esty, m erit, qualification, was held by 
those m en as th e only passport to 
office, and tenure lim ited so as to 
prevent th e grow th of an official aris­ 
tocracy—Judges of the Suprem e Court 
being the only exception. 
For the 
high office of President views were 
v arian t as to tenure—ranging from 
four to ten years, and after m uch dig­ 
nified debate, in w hich W ashington 
took a large share, the result is shown 
in A rticle 2, Section 1 of the C onstitu­ 
tion and reads as follows: 
“ Article 2, Section 1—The executive pow­ 
er shall be vested In a President of the U nited 
States of America. H e shall hold his office 
for the term of Four Y ears.” 
Thus indicating the general feeling 
as to the tenure of office, and th e de­ 
term ination of th e people to hold 
power as m uch in th eir own hands as 
possible—and this too, in the face of 
the fact th a t it was a foregone conclu­ 
sion th at the beloved W a s h i n g t o n , the 
F ath er of his country, would be called 
to fill the Presidential chair. 
This 
idea was also clearly entertained by 
W a s h i n g t o n him self, as abundantly 
show n by the ^debates in the Consti­ 
tution, and more forcibly enunciated 
w hen the people forced upon him a 
second term . 
H e earnestly urged th at 
it would be a bad precedent, and could 
only lead to am bitious aspirations on 
the p art of th e incum bent, but he 
frankly adm itted th a t the tim e was 
too short, if we were sure of alw ays 
having the proper m an in the place, 
for it scarcely gave him tim e to per­ 
fect any policy he m ight inaugurate, 
how ever beneficial to th e country; — 
but on the other hand, if a bad m an 
were placed in pow er,it was sufficient­ 
ly long. 
W ith this view of the sub­ 
ject he was not prepared to advise, but 
his own opinion was th a t it would be 
far better to extend the tim e to six 
years, and the incum bent ineligible 
thereafter, than 
to 
establish 
the 
precedent of 
second 
term s. 
As 
before 
stated 
these 
views 
were 
previously 
fully discussed in 
the 
convention 
th at 
fram ed the Con­ 
stitution, 
but the 
m em bers being 
so thoroughly opposed to long term s 
of office, and perceiving in the infancy 
of the Republic the probable necessity 
of the services of W a s h i n g t o n for a 
second term , the four years was re­ 
tained, w ithout restriction as to eligi­ 
bility. This precedent set by W a s h ­ 


i n g t o n , though under protest, was 
generally followed down to tlie lim e 
of V a n B u h e n , when the people began 
to see the wisdom of his advice and to 
realize th at the one term principle was 
the safest, and it was rapidly becom­ 
ing the settled policy of th e country 
down to L in c o l n ’s tim e, when, under 
the em barrassing circum stances by 
which we were surrounded, he was re­ 
tained for a second term , no one ever 
hin tin g at a third. 
I t was left to our 
C.ESAB, w ithout a single qualification 
for the high office, to override all pre­ 
cedent and th ru st him self upon us for 
a third term . 
W h at has he done th at 
he thus presum es upon the intelligence 
and patriotism of the people ? “ W hat 
m eat is this our C’j í s a r feeds on, th at 
he has grow n so great ?” Is it as a 
soldier? o ris it as a statesm an? If 
as th e former, we, as a civilian, are 
probably not the m ost com petent per­ 
son to criticise his claim s; but we are 
free to say th a t a careful review of his 
m ilitary deeds during our unfortunate 
civil war, suggest th e idea of a m an 
boring very sm all holes w ith a tre­ 
mendous big auger. A t F ort D onald­ 
son, where his nam e first rose to the 
surface, the enem y was well dem oral­ 
ized, if not whipped, before he arrived 
on the field. 
A t Vicksburg,, he floun­ 
dered through the swamps, morasses 
and jungles for m onths, losing m ore 
men twice over than his enem y num ­ 
bered, and steadily calling for rein­ 
forcements until he formed a cordon 
around the city and starved P e m h e k - 


t o n out, w ithout ever com ing to a 
square fight. On the Potom ac, w ith 
an arm y of a quarter of a m illion and 
daily reinforced, he sententiously an­ 
nounced th at he “ would take R ich­ 
mond on th at line if it took him all 
Sum m er.” (Richm ond was garrisoned 
w ith only tw enty-five or th irty thous­ 
and men). B ut it took him m uch 
longer th an all Sum m er, and owing 
to his w ant of m ilitary genius, he sac­ 
rificed alm ost double the num ber of 
his own men as were opposed to him . 
B ut did he finally capture Richmond, 
in a true m ilitary sense ? For m onths 
before the surrender, the enemy by a 


rigid blockade was sealed from foreign 
supplies, and dom estic resources being 
long since well nigh exhausted, and 
when the valley of the Shenandoah 
was closed to 
him , gaunt fam ine 
stalked w ithin the enem y’s lines, and 
but one alternative was left to L e e , 
and th a t tt> abandon the city and move 
for the open country; and at the head 
of but about seventeen thousand half­ 
starved, half-naked troops, he retired 
from Richm ond, but soon after, con­ 
fronting S h e r i d a n on the A ppom at­ 
tox a t the head of a large and well-fed 
arm y, and G r a n t w ith his legions in 
the rear, L e e was com pelled to sur­ 
render, but in such an orderly and dig­ 
nified m anner as to challenge the res­ 
pect of ids enem ies and to com m and 
honorable term s. 
And this is the way 
G r a n t captured 
Richmond! There 
were hundreds ot subordinates in the 
ranks who w ith the sam e overw helm ­ 
ing resources would have done the 
sam e thing in less th an one-fourth the 
tim e and w ith one-tenth the sacrifice 
in m en and treasure. And w hat claim 
has this m an upon us a statesm an ? 
He has been in power six years, and 
w hat balm has he brought to heal our 
wounds, to restore our form er prosper­ 
ity and to replace our credit on its 
former high position? The Southern 
States are still torn and distracted—no 
settled policy having been inaugurated 
tending to peace and harm ony—our 
credit a t the lowest ebb, our finances 
in a deplorable condition, and our taxes 
bearing heavily upon th e prosperity 
of the country, w hilst peculation, rob- 
dery, extravagance aud profligacy in 
every departm ent of G overnm ent is 
th e rule, and in which this m an fully 
participates. 
The Federal C onstitu­ 
tion, Sec. 1, A rt. 2, says: 


The President shall, at stated tim es, receive 
for his services a com pensation w hich shall 
be neither Increased or dim inished during the 
period for which he shall have been elected, 
and he shall not receive w ithin th a t period 
any other em olum ents from the U nited States, 
or from eith er of them . 
Yet in the face of this he places his 
signature to the sw indling “ salary 
g ra b ” (so-called) in w hich he is in­ 
terested to the tune of $25,000 per an­ 
num , pockets th e money, and is now 
receiving a salary of $50.000 per an ­ 
num , besides perquisites grow ing out 
of the recent com plex m anipulations, 
am ounting, it is said, to over $300,000 
ppr annum . 
In short, under this Ad­ 
m inistration, we have become the 
great “ g rab -b ag ”- of th e world, and 
this m an, w ith his foot upon the South, 
has the effrontery to call upon the 
N orth, for the th ird tim e, to assist 
him in “ crushing the m onster.” B ut 
will th e N orth do it? The ides of 
N ovem ber, ’75 will tell the tale.
